Application History 

1. This action is responsive to the applicant's submission of a Request For 
Continued Examination, submitted on 4/20/2009. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 49, 60, 61, 70, 74 and 83-85. Claims 1-48, 50, 62 
and 71 were previously canceled. 

3. Claims 49, 51-61, 63-70 and 72-85 are pending in the case, claims 49, 60, 61, 
70, 74, 83, 84 and 85 are independent claims. 

4. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
Action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

5. The examiner's rejection of claims 49, 51-61 , 63-70 and 72-85, rejected under 35 
USC 112 as described in the office action dated 12/10/2008, is withdrawn in view of 
the amended claims. 

6. The examiner's rejection of claims 49, 51-61 , 63-70 and 72-85, rejected under 35 
USC 103, described in the office action dated 12/10/2008, is withdrawn in view of 
the amended claims.

does not have a corresponding translated component in the second language in 
order to estimate the amount of work involved in language translation from the first 
language to the second language.
